ALEXIEFF REPORTS DISASTER TO 
THE PETROPAVLOVSK. 

Explosion Occured at Right Side 
of Battieship, Which Was 
lowed by Second One, This Time 
Under Her Gridge—Gank in Two 
Minutes, Bow First.

“There not a 
land battie—not even the veriest Kir- 
mish—which occurred in the revolu- 
tion that has not been explofted in 
page after page of official and popular 
literature, while counties, cities and 
other geographical points innumerable 
have been named in their honor. The 
so-called “battle” of Lexington, in 
which a few brave farmers, armed 
mostly with shotguns and pitchforks 
having no military formation or pre- 
tension whatever—were defeated by a 
Getachment of British regulars, with 
loss of seven killed and ame 
wounded, and no injury to the enemy, 
tis familiar to „ School ehild tn tne 
United States. et. here we have twe 
“real live” Daities—between vegu- 
larly armed and commissoined cruls- 
era, in one of which eighteen men were 
killed, with a proportionate number 
wound which for over a hundred 
years ve had not even officall res- 


The two battles referred to were 
fought by the ship Gen. Arnold, of 
twenty guns and 120 men, which was 
commnaded by Moses Brown, who afi- 
erward became a captain in the navy. 
The only officia! mention of the Gea. 
Arnold is an entry in Lieut. George 
F. Emmone’s “Statistical History of 
the United States Navy.” ppbiiehed 
“under the authority of the Navy De- 
partment” in 1850. This entry reads: 
“Gen. Arnold, brig, twenty guns, 120 
men, commanded by J. Megee (the 
ship) from Massachusetts, built in 177%. 
(On) January 7. 1779. drove ashore at 
Piymouth. and was lost with seventy- 
five men.” According to Maclay this 
entry le erroneous, and he claims ‘nut 
the Gen. Arnold, so far from having 
been wrecked January, 1779, in Maron 
and May of that year fought two bai- 
tles with British armed ships. 

Moses Brown was bern at Newbury- 
port, Mass, in 1742. He took part in 
the Revolutionary War as command: 
of New England privateers, including 
the Diligent and Intrep.i. Th: Mer- 
rimac, built by Newburyport mer- 
chants, when the United States navy 
was first organized, was commanded 
by him, and formed one of the squad- 
ron of Commodore Barry. In 1799 and 
1800 be captured Le Phenix, Le Bona- 

rte, and Le Mligicienne, of the 

ch navy. He served with distinc- 
tion. and When the navy was reduced 
at the close of the war he was dis- 
missed, and afterward e d in the 
merchant-marine service. died at 
gen, January 1, 1804. 

Mr. Maclays biography is interest- 
ing and instructive. It shows here 
a striving to spread the narrative over 
a greater number of pages than the 
material at hand seems +o justify, but 
this was to be expected the 
data available is scarce. W. NX.

“A Woman's Will” is merely and 
simply a very fascinating story of a 
wooing. A young American widow has 
made up her mind never to marry 
again.
